Again Convicted. 


MURDER IN THE 
SECOND DEGREE. 


A History of the Celebrated Case from 


Beginning to End—Engineer Twombly 
Held to the Grand Jury—An Innocent 
Man Has a Narrow Escape from Judge 
Lynch—Other Crimes. 


WATERLOO, Iowa, Sept. 30.— The jury in 


the Billings caso has returnjd a verdict of 
guilty, fixing the ,',-ra U> of the crime at mur- 
der in the seeon.l dogr-.-e, for which tha pun- 
ishment can not b3 less than tea years' im- 
prisonment in tha penitentiary. 
Briefly, 


this is the story of the crime: Kinsley, the 
victim of the killing, was ox-county attor- 
ney of Black Hawk county. 
Billings was a 


practicing lawyer of some wealth anl prom- 
inence. 
For months before tho tragedy the 


fact tha£ enmity existed letu-een tho men 
was a matter of common knowie Ige, ami at 
various times stories that they h<!-i come in 
collision were started and found to be false. 
However, no sufficient reason esKte.l, so far 
as the general public knew.

His wife, 
whose honor 1ms been the football in this 
rough clash of angry men, has again turned 
to h..r husband, and throughout his long 
an:l stormy trial has bi-cn his constant com- 
panion and friend. 


Convicted by tho Jury. 


IVlieu the present trial was commenced 


ten days ago, the best obtainable talent was 
arrayed on either side, an.l every effort 
made, both by his friends and his foes, to 
carry to a successful issue the position they 
had assumed. Witnesses from Montana were 
here to testify that Billings had stated to 
them before the shooting that he would kill 
Kingsiey, and other witnesses followed to 
impeach them. 
During tho trial threats 


•were admitted in evidence made by one of 
tho principals which th-> other principal 
never beard, and the widest latitude, was 
thus allowed in the introduction of evidence. 
After the close of tho evidence. Thursday the 
argument occupied two days, and was lis- 
tened to by hundreds of interested auditors. 
The rase w.-nt to the jury Saturday even- 
ing. At 5 o'clock Sunday morning, after 
baring been out eleven hour--, the jury re- 
turned a verdict as s'.a'.eiL 
On tho first bal- 


lot the vote stoy.l t> for conviction and 4 for 
acquittal. 
On the third ballot it was fl to 3. 


On the eighth it vias 10 to 3, and on the 
thirteenth it was unanimous for conviction. 


Mrs. Tiillings Breaks Down. 


Judge Ney, who had returned from Inde- 


pendence late in the night, was summoned, 
and about fi o'clock the jury filed into the 
court room and the verdict was real. The 
defendant sut bolt upright with his arms 
folded, nnd did not manifest any emotion 
over the r- suit. 
After tho jurymen were 


discharge.', they shook hands with Billings, 
and he told them he did not see how they 
could rr-tum s.ich a verdict on the evidence. 
He «as taken buck to jail. About 10 o'clock 
Mrs. Billiu.rs arri.")d and was informed of 
the verdict. She broke down completely, 
and was we^-pin^ by her husband's side 
all day.

later arrested.

scriptive li-,tof all such laborers, as to name, 
age, complexion, height, occupation, color of 
eye-;, physical marks, etc. 
Under tho circu- 


lar the. collc-c or at the port of arrival is re- 
•juirod to take a bund in the poual sum of 
not less than fl'UB for each laborer, condi- 
tioned for his transit and actual departure 
from the United Status, within a reasonable 
time, not exceeding twenty days from the 
elate of his arrival. 
Tho bond may be given 


by tho transportation company issuing the 
through ticlcet, or by .- -no responsible per- 
son 011 behalf of the laborer, and will be 
cancelled on receipt from tho collector at the 
po rt of exit of a certificate showing that the 
person specified in-tlie descriptive list trans- 
mitted to such portv has actually departed 
therefrom, and stating tho name of the ves- 
s-d mid date of departure. 
Previous regula- 


tions on this subject aro rescinded.

THE LOSS ESTIMATED AT $300,000. 


Three Firemen Probably Fatally Injured 


During tlie Progress of the Fire—Capt, 
Jonen, Who Was linrned at the Edgar 
Thompnoii Steel Worki, Dies or His In- 
Jurlea—Other Aftshapa.

rejoinder is a repetition of the same old 
story, in almost the same old language. 
If 


the printers in that office are wise, they will 
keep this "overwhelming pi oof 
btamling 


and make "fat" out of it for tlw next article. 
Sometimes you can meet a wrangling boj 
who will maintain his position by resorting 
to constant repetition of three or four words. 
If he is longer winded than his opponent he 
will get the last word, and -nalk proudlj 
away with the feeling that he has won 
victory. The Despatch man has listened to 
that boy, and has regarded him as a mighty 
philosopher. 
Or may be he fell into the 


same style of auctioneer debate when he 
was a boy himself, and hasn't takeu the 
trouble to get o\er it. 
But let us give The 


Despatch another opportunity to repeat it- 
self. 


Jt should remember that the original 


question that came up was, is Cle\ eland a 
free trader?

We would 
like to see Cleveland's own words laid be- 
foie republican leaders. If he ib not to be 
allowed to speak his own opinions on ques- 
tions of public policy, we want to know 
who is? When Blame says that he is in 
favor of the highest Uind of a protective 
tariff, we take him at his-word. 'When he 
expresses himself upon a question of pub- 
lic policy, the democrats are willing to 
quote the very words he uses. And yet 
Mr. Elaine's rejjntatlon tor tenth and ver 
acity is not such that a distinction should

A SHAM STRUGGLE. 


The Street tar People Trying to Cross 


tlie Wiibahh at IMwnril Street. 


What looked like a desperate struggle, to 


bear one tell about it, took place yesterday 
between the Wabash and the Decatur Elec- 
tric railway at the Edward stieet crObSing. 
A* is well known, the street car people Lave 
not yet put their line down across the rail- 
road, because the latter would not give 
them pfjrniibbion to do .so. 
JMr. Mai tin 


claims that the Wababli wauls what is 
clearly unreasonable and inoie than he can 
give. lie is willing to pay all expenses, 
and then pay part of the salary of a watch- 
man at the crossing, or do what any other 
street car company does under similar cir- 
cumstances, 
The Wabash, however, in- 


sist** that he shall do the work, pay the 
watchman in full, and relieve the company 
from all liability or responsibility for 
cei- 


dent at that crossing. 


Sir. Martin was instructed by his people 


to make an effort to put down the crossing 
anyway. Accordingly yesterday morning a 
gang ot men was on the ground with tools 
at the crossing, and made as if about to go 
to work. The Wabasli seemed to be ex- 
pecting them, for a switch engine was near, 
and when the first man got on the crossing 
the engine was run down on it and slopped. 
There it stood 10 minutes, tho lull time the 
road can keep a crossing blockaded, and 
then moved oil a few feet. 
As soon as the 


street ear people made a move to do any- 
thing, the engine would be rim back and 
the crossing would be blockaded. That 
was kept up for the better part of the day, 
the men on both sides having lots of fun 
and tlie spectactors taking a great interest 
in the proceedings. 


Mr. Martin said he had no idea of accom- 


plishing any thing, and the demonstration 
was simply made to carry out his in- 
structions and show that he wanted to do 
the work. 
Now, as soon as he learns that

A Special AIcetitiK of the City Council for 


Mr. Blurtln. 


The Mine by which the Decatur Electric 


Street Railway company should have its 
line iu successful operation, expired yester- 
day. As every one knows, the line was 
not in operation, though several attempts 
had been made to start it. 


A special meotine of the council was held 


last nitjlit, called for the especial purpose 
of extending the time. The call was signed 
by Aldermen Scanlan, Harwood, Finn and 
iletz. Pursuant to that call the council 
met nt 8 o'clock, with Alderman Ilarwood 
in the chair, in the absence of the mayor, 
and Aldermen Graliam, Finn, Metz, Moran, 
Scanlan, Shoemaker and Simpson present. 
The purpose for which the meeting was 
called was stated by the clerk. 


Akleruian Scanlan then moved that the 


time for the putting into operation of the 
line be extended (JO days. 


Mr. Martin was present and made a short 


statement, saying he regretted the delay, 
but it was unavoidable. The track was fin- 
ished all light, but tlie machinery had come 
in bad order, the result of bad mechanical 
work at the Detroit electrical works. There 
was no question about operating the line in 
the time asked, as machinery just like that 
here, is giving perfect satisfaction. 


Alderman Metz asked the city attorney if 


the council could at a special meeting ex- 
tend the time. That oflicial replied tliat it 
could, as the meeting was called for that ex- 
press purpose. 


Without debate a vote was taken on the 


motion, and it carried unanimously. 


Before council adjourned Clerk Betzer

Tlie making of money by the government 


hot* been described a thousand limes—how 
the paper is rolled from pulp at Dulton, 
Moss., and a mysterious silk tlirutid woven 
into It, which combination is about tho only 
thing a counterfeiter can't imitoto; how each 
plate is engraved in four pieces, no ono mun 
making the whole plate, in fear that lie will 
repeat tho operation; bow the four pieces are 
placed together, and an impression taken 
from the whole on a soft roller; bow au im- 
pression is made from this on a piece of soft 
steel, which is afterward hardened; how 
each sheet of paper is counted, and how the 
plate printers ink and wipe off tlie plittps by 
hand, with all tho safeguards thrown about 
the process to prevent an operator in any 
way securing a bill, or the menus of malting 
one. 


Tho great obstacle in tho way of continu- 


ous, brazen and successful counterfeiting is 
the secret service of the treasury department. 
It is composed of a chief, a few clerks and a 
minimum of about fifty detectives, which is 
sometimes considerably increased when work 
piles up ou them, as it did when, within a 
few weeks, no less than fifteen counterfeiters 
were oaught, all for passing a ten dollar 
"Webster head" treasury note, printed from 
a plate whose history probably has DO par- 
allel. 


A DASpEHOfd COl-XTEni'KIT. 


Jt was in February, 1SSO. that this note ap- 


peared at Chicago, and the aiTCbt on suspi- 
cion soon followed of Tt'iruiico Mullen, of Chi- 
cago, and Jim Keueally, of St. Louis. Mullen 
hiul been arrested iu 1670 with others for a 
conspiracy to steal the body of Abraham Lin- 
coln from its txjjnb at Springllekl, and hold it 
for the rausom of Bcu Boyd, a noted Chicago 
counterfeiter, who had been convicted and 
sentenced fur a year. 
These arrests led to 


the arrest of John Bowdro, alias John Hill, 
ill May, 1880, on a flutboat in the Mississippi 
river, near St. Louis, with $10,030 of these 
tens in his possession, 8,278 sheets of paper 
out tho size of the note, and a steel plate for 
printing upon the paper a good imitation of 
fiber. 


Bowdre wns imprisoned, and through him 


It was learned that James tJuyon, alias Hank, 
alias Hamilton, had stolen tho plates and 
<i40,000 of tho "dangerous" tens. It was as 
though Guyon and tho plates and money had 
dropped out of existence. For more than 
seven years nothing was heard of thcra, until 
last February it was flashed from a dozen 
banks in as many western cities, almost simul- 
taneously, that the "Webster head" had again 
appeared. Sure enough it was the counter- 
feit of 18SO, of which CJuyon held rJio mo- 
nopoly, again in the Hold. 


At once Chief Boll of the secret service con- 


centrated his men and took the field himself, 
A dozen arrests soon followed, all of them 
persons who had purchased the notes from 
others. Through the attorney who defended 
some of these men It was learned that Nulhou 
Driggs and his wife, Gertrude, who kept a 
road house near Dayton, O., were "mlddla 
men" for the sale of the money. Chief Bell 
secured an Introduction to Drlggs as' 'Andrew 
McWUllams," a crooked attorney (it law of 
Hartford, Conn. His plans to make his Iden- 
tity good were Ingenious and thorough. He 
waa received without nu^picion OB ono who 
wished to deal in the "queer," and then on- 
sued weeks of fencing and diplomacy on both 
sides, a description of which would fill a book. 


The manner iu which Chief Bell ingratiated 


himself into the good graces of tho two would 
have been worthy of Vidocq. Drlggs met his 
wife iu prison, and when they had served 
their tune, married her, though she was less 
than one-third of his age. She was suscepti- 
ble to flattery, like most people, and Bell's 
nimble tongue soon left no shadow of suspi- 
cion in her mind that be was other than he 
represented himself. He soon discovered that 
the principal in the transaction was to bo no 
other than tho mysterious Guyon himself, n 
lifelong counterfeiter, the man who had tho 
"Webster head" plate, and who hod got 
away with $40,000 of the billo whea Bowdre 
was arrested, and who operated oonstantls'. 


STRIKING THE BAROACr. 


After weeks of finesse B»ll and Guyon met. 


The latter talked of everything but money. 
Ho was "sizing up" the supposititious attor- 
ney, who wished to buy counterfeit money. 
At last everybody was satisfied and the bar- 
gain wan struck. "MoWilliams" wan to buy 
135,000, more or leas, of the tens, at 22% cents 
on the dollar. Every precaution woe token 
to prevent trickery In the transfer. On tho 
day it was decided to be mode two of the tin 
cons containing the bills were put in posses- 
sion of the Driggses. The old man was to de- 
liver the first, and while ho went for the sec- 
ond Gerty was to count it and get the good 
money for 1C. Meanwhile Guyon was to pro- 
duce the remainder from some spot not known 
even to the Drlggses, so fearful were they 
that "Mae" would trick them In some way. 


The fli-st can was delivered and paid for in 


a back room of the hotel, and when Driggs 
went for tho second he was quietly taken in 
custody by Bell's assistants, who were hidden 
outside, and the chief himself suavely In- 
formed Gerty that she was his prisoner. Sev- 
eral men hod been set to watch Guyon. Three 
of them followed him to an adjacent wood on 
their hands and knees through a field of oats. 
They wore close on his heels as ho kneeled 
down beside an old stump of a tree to get the 
money. He could have been captured many 
times, but the purpose was to capture him 
with some of the money in his possession. 


As he was uncovering the tin cans a ter- 


riflo shriek came from the direction of the 
hotel. It waa the scream of Gerty when put 
under arrest. Instinctively Guyon's trained 
ear told htm there was trouble. He sprang 
to his feet and ran like a deer. Done! la, one 
of tho detectives, called on him to halt and 
throw up his hands. He did, but it was tie- 
hind a tree, and he threw up bis hand quick 
as lightning and shot Danella, tearing a piece 
from the side of his head. Donella dropped. 
Guyon sprang away through the underbrush, 
and that is the last seen of him, thongh Chief 
Bell vows he will have him behind the bars 
at no distant day. Over 130,000 of the "Web- 
ster heads" were captured, but they were of 
a later issue than tire $40,000, and (t Is not 
known that any of them had been pasted, but 
tho plate u not captured, and so the romantic 
history of that ten years old plate is not y»t 
ended.—Washington Cor.Pittaburg Dispatch.
